The negrb Sherifi' of Yicksburgh, con 
victed of f ^ e r y .and embesslement, has 
been deposed.. The negroes, seven hun­ 
dred strong, determined to sustain him, 
and inaugurated a little rebellion. They 
were met' tJy erbite men, »nd thirty- 
three. ni^oes were killed and forty 
raptured. Several whites were killed. 
The trouble is not over yet. 
One hundred and fifty negroes were 
killed in the VickMburg affair. The 
sheriff was found guilty of forgery, em- 
btaslemnnt, etc, and the citizens held a 
meeting and demanded his resignation, 
wbich he tendered. The negroes ^from 
the country rallied to the extent of 
seven Hundred, and demanded that he 
be reinstated. A fight ensued, with the 
sesult above stated. 
Gov. Auies seemed to encourage the 
negroes, anfd issued a proclamation 
styling the citizens* meeting a riot, ant 
commanding the people to disperse. 
The mayor issued a proclamation de 
nouncing the governor, ordered the 
closing of the saloons, and putting the 
people on the'ir good behavior, which 
seems to have been obeyed; but when 
the rioters, whom the governor encour­ 
aged, came, they were slaughtered like 
áheép. The governor hts convened the 
Legislature.

On Saturday mtirning last, between 
the hours of one and two o’clock, a few 
of our citizens were startled by the rc 
port of a revolver, which immediate 
iiivestigatioii developed that a person 
well known.here as Jack O’Neil had 
bepn shot and killed by a party whose 
general cognoiden is ’’Paddy” Uall, the 
circumstances of which we give be 
low: 
It seems O’Neil aiid Hall had a little 
difficulty during the day, Friday, and 
came together during the afternoon of 
that day in the Exchange Saloon; the^ 
bada fisticuff roohd, in which Hall 
,X*t the better of 
O’Neil. 
O’Neil 
/‘^uuealed,” and the two were parted, 
0!N'eil saying to Hall, ” I will kill VOil 
rtbr this.” Both parties then went out, 
and shortly afterwards O’Neil returned 
to the Exchange Saloon, having with 
him a double barreled gtin, and a Navy 
revolver on bis person. 
He made koine 
threats at that time, of which little 
notice was taken. According td^ the 
testiinohy elicited from the witnesses 
during the inqdest, the -show is' thát 
O’Neil and Hail inet several times after 
iverds, but no real trouble occurred; but 
about one o’clock O’Neil left Che Ex> 
change Saloon, quite drunk, saying, ” 1 
am going home, and will be sober In the 
moruing.” He had hardly gone fifteen 
paces when Hall niet him, and fired two 
shots at him from a Navy revolver, the 
first shot passing through the beait 
and body,, the seóond striking the but­ 
tocks, and thus it was that 
.JACXO’NBIL ’’DIEO.IM HIS BOOTS.” 
Immediately After the shooting 
PAODT h aLl 
surrendered himself to Gdnstkble Mad­ 
den, saying ”1 have kilted Jack t^’Neil,” 
and gave up ii is revolver. If alt WM ta 
ken to jail add hold loir an examinatfOn.
